U. S. Must Quit Relief, He Says 
"The federal government must 
and shall quit this business of re­ 
lief.” he emphasized. 
"I am not willing that the vital­ 
ity of our people be further supped 
by the giving of cash, of market 
baskets, of a few hours of weekly 
work cutting grass, raking leaves 
or picking up papers in the public 
parks. We must preserve not only 
the bodies of the unemployed from 
destitution but also their self-re­ 
spect. their self-reliance and cour­ 
age and determination. 
"This decision brings me to the 
problem of what the government 
should do with approximately 5.- 
OOO.OUO unemployed new on the re­ 
lief rolls.”

Mr. Roosevelt reserved for his

the government, with enough left over to 
finance the states. 
The rambling, planless 
tax structure of today could he supplanted 
by a simplified, logical plan 
tomorrow 
if 
enough people decided at the sam e time to 
m ake the change. 
Instead of getting closer 
to 
equitable, 
productive 
taxes, 
flexible 
enough to be adjusted Immediately to < on- 
dittoes, the United States aimlessly is wan­ 
dering farther away. 


The Barks And The Bites 
If the beginning of a congressional ses­ 


sion weren’t good cause for apprehensive 


citizens to be nervous, the government of 


the United States wouldn’t be a democracy. 


As much 
as 
the public trusts President 


Roosevelt's ability to make the 74th con­ 


gress behave, 
It 
remains fearful of what 


might happen. 
Representative* of the 


people still have the final power, though 


they may be tempted aometimee to use it 


unwisely. 


Congressional aesslona never turn out so 
badly ss the more skeptical forecasters say 
they are going to. 
This la an important 
fact. nearly always forgotten until 
a 
few 
weeks 
after 
adjournment when there Is 


t i m e to analyse calmly 
what 
was 
and 
wasn't done. Congressmen are a good deal 
like Latin American revolution lata. 
They 
talk more than they act. 


Most of the public’s worrying, however, 
Is done In advance of the c r itic a l period 
when the passage or defeat of legislation 
must he settled. 
A congressman introduces 
a hill. 
Newspapers relay 
descriptions of 
the legislation to their readers, 
rdacusslon 
•tarts. 
The legislation la analyzed. 
It Is 
praised and condemned. 
Public attention 
la fixed on ft, frequently to the exclusion 
of other equally Important matters. 


One faction predicts ruin lf the bill Is 
passed. 
Another faction Is as positive of 
disaster lf the hill doesn't pass. 
Perhaps 
It passes; perhaps It doesn’t. 
With few ex­ 
ceptions, the congress has not sustained 
democracy In the United States by thwart­ 
ing the will of a majority of 
the people. 
It is virtually Impossible under representa­ 
tive democracy to enact radical legislation, 
thanks to free speech and a free press. 


Discussion of a possibility, however, may 
become so realistic It seem s as though the 
thing already had happened. 
As another 
congress convenes and as the country’s at­ 
tention tends to concentrate on Washing­ 
ton. It ie a good rule to remember that leg­ 
islative harks always are more terrifying 
than legislative bites. 
One act for every 
lu.ouu.000 words of predictions aud threat­ 
ening probably Is a too liberal estimate. 


Danger In FaUe Alarm* 
The public 
should 
cooperate with the 


fire aud police departments in the effort 


to blenk up the dangerous practice of false 


•Janus, five of which kept downtown fire­ 


men on the Jump over a four-hour period 


W**dne-day night. 


Turned In from boxes in different sec­ 
tions of the city, the alarms called out all 
available men and equipment at the Cen­ 
tral station, leaving the other residential 
runes and the business district unprotect­ 
ed -avo by the small Northside departm ent 
which moves from its hilltop location to be 
pi« pared for an emergency on all runs. 


As Fire Chief Thomas Bryan has pointed 
out, firemen would he handicapped iu re­ 
sponding to a call for an actual fire lf an 
alarm should be dispatched while they are 
making an unnecessary run. 
The offenders 
should know that firemen cannot bt in two 
places at the same time, and the time lost 
by a false call might mean the destruction 
of a home or business building or the loss 
of a life. 


W hether boys or others are responsible, 
the false alarm is too serious to be consid­ 
ered humorous. The so-called Joke not only 
exposes the rest of the city to peril In the 
event of a blase, but each call Is mu added 
expense to the taxpayers who m eet the 
bills for gasoline and depreciation of fire 
fighting equipment. 


The law provides a heavy penalty, and 
offenders, if apprehended, should be taught 
a lesson. 


Procurement 
Investigative lahore of the military af­ 
fairs committee In the hou*e of representa­ 
tives will he rewarded shortly with the pub­ 
licity attendant on all public hearings. The 
committee believes It has uncovered a war 
departm ent scandal affecting the national 
defense. 


It is charged that lobbying activities of 
contract n egotiators have corrupted war 
departm ent methods of procurement. 
The 
charge Is not difficult 
to 
understand, of 
course. 
Its details range all the way from 
the familiar niceties of business transac­ 
tions 
to 
those 
sggresslve tactics which 
bear the earm arks of serious corruption. 
Perhaps an official in the war d e p a n ment 
w as the beneficiary of a favor performed 
by the agent of a company seeking war de­ 
partm ent business. 
Such things are com­ 
mon In the conduct 
of 
private business. 
Perhaps the favor was larg* enough to he 
called a bribe. 
In private business, agents 
of firms soaking contracts sometimes em ­ 
ploy this method. 
Men responsible for the conduct of public 
business, however, are experted to be shove 
such things. 
Always subject to Investiga­ 
tion. they are supposed to m aintain a stand­ 
ard of Integrity probably higher than the 
standard prevailing in business as a whole. 
The public never Is willing to tolerate any 
departures from what it insists should he 
a hard and fast rule of unassailable Integ­ 
rity. 
On 
the 
whole, 
this 
attitude helps to 
spread over the conduct of public business 
an atm osphere of honesty conducive to con­ 
fidence. 
The very fact that Investigations 
frequently turn up evidence of dishonesty 
con trib u te to faith In the methods of pub­ 
lic procurement. 
Such Investigations seem 
to prove dishonesty the exception and hon­ 
esty the rule. 
Yet, as the war department prepares to air 
what the house military affairs com mittee 
charges Is a m ajor scandal there is a tend­ 
ency to wonder which should be blamed the 
more, a public official who departs from a 
rigid standard of personal honesty In per­ 
forming his duties or the business concern 
which deliberately tem pts him to betray a 
public trust for its own profit.

It has been customary for news­ 
men to receive advance copies of 
both the regular message and the 
budget about the same tin e. a few 
days before delivery. Publication 
of the budget is o rd in a ry delayed 
until the day after the regular mes­ 
sage, so that the two will not com­ 
pete for publicity. 
This time, Mr. Roosevelt delayed 
the budget for three days after the 
regular message. That will permit 
the good news of the m essage to 
sink in thoroughly before the com­ 
paratively had news of the budget 
gets out.

The Fifth Avenue 
of Moscow ie cleaner than the Fifth 
Avenue of New ^ r k . 
This makes Moscow today the 
most amazing city in Europe, for 
no city in the world has made such 
an Improvement in its economic 
appearance as has Moscow in the 
last four years. 
But no city in our 
tim e ever started from so low a 
point. 
Four years ago Moeco 
was the 
ghastliest city in Europe. 
Down 
the Petrovka. up tho Tverska.va, on 
tho Kuznetxkl shuffled the wear­ 
iest, hungriest, 
moat 
wretchedly 
dressed population to bo found in 
any center of whit# men 
in 
the 
world. 
All For Machine* 
They shuffled past shop windows 
gray with dirt and void of goods. 
Duwt-covered busts of Lenin and 
faded red flags adorned the win 
dows and took the place of wares 
At shop doors queues of 
people 
sometimes hundreds long 
wailed 
patiently 
with sagging shoulders 
for the chance lo buy a yard of 
sleasv cloth, a died fish or a head 
of cabbage. 
That was the end of the second 
year or the first 
five-year 
plan. 
That plsu took food and clothes 
and shelter from th e

Mora Sacrifices 
Today the second five-year plan 
ie under way. 
This is tho end of 
the aeoond year of tho second plan. 
And the second plan continues to 
exact more self-sacrifice from the 
population than any other popula­ 
tion would stand, but the second 
plan promises no. 
for 
the first 
time to give the population reward. 
It promises to double tho food 
and more than double the clothing 
and other goods for the consumer. 
This promise is a long way from 
fulfillment, hut at the beginning of 
the third year of the plan, the as­ 
pect of Moscow snd the 
Musco­ 
vite# is a good index to the prog­ 
ress made. 
The Muscovites four years ago 
were no problem to an investiga­ 
tor attempting

compare them 
with peoples abroad. 
To the ques

“Are the the people in Mos­ 
cow worse dressed than the poor­ 
est class of the population in Amer­ 
ica?”

has heard measured footsteps, he 
said, seeming to come from the 
darkness 
of 
the balcony alcoves 
when* are stack**!, row upon row. 
tho mustier of the llhrrfry's hooks 
— many more than IOO years old. 
"I know 
there was no one up 
there." he add**!, "hut I heard foot­ 
steps just the same." 
And—chilling thought 
— when 
Collins would come to work in the 
morning, the first one to step with­ 
in tho library', he would find books 
draggled from their shelves and ly­ 
ing open upon the library tables as 
though some one had pored stud­ 
iously over them during the night.
